While Eden was telling a press 
conference aboard the Queen 
Elizabeth that the Middle East 
will take precedence in his talks 
with Eisenhower, 25 members of 
Betar, carrying coffins on their 
Shoulders with umbrellas tied to 
them, waved placards and shout- 
ed “no Munich in Washington” 
and, “Sir Anthony Chamberalin, 
go home.” 


AT ONE POINT the pickets 
threw a coffin in front of a car 
heading for the pier. Two lead- 
ers of the pickets, Muttle Kreine 
and Joseph Churba were nabbed 
by the police, only to be reelased 
one block away after a summons 
was given to Joseph Churba to 
appear in court for violating the 
Sanitary code, 

On Friday afternoon Betar 
was called by the Youth Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency and 
told that if they go through with 
the picketing their allocation 
would be endangered and a con- 
templated loan to Betar would 
not be granted. This was dis- 
closed by Betar. A spokesman 
for the Youth Department of the 
Jewish Agency denied the alle- 
gation but would not reveal the 
content of his talk with Betar 
On the subject.

Little Ebbing Seen 


In Good Will To Israel 

NEW YORK (NJP) — A 
confidential survey of pub- 
lic opinion sponsored by the 
American Jewish Commit- 
tee, but not released even at 
its annual convention last 
week-end, showed that thus 
far the “reservoir of good 
will” toward Israel does not 
seem to have ebbed danger- 
ously. 

The same survey showed 
that thus far responsibility 
for Israeli ,actions in rela- 
tion to the Arabs is not at- 
tached to American Jews. 

In analyzing the results 
of ‘the survey, which also 
showeq a heightened inter- 
est of Americans in the Mid- 
dle East, the view was ex- 
pressed that-it would be un- 
wise to assume that the po- 
sition of American Jews 
could not be adversely af- 
fected by developments in 
the Middle East. 

This same view held that 
debates similar to the one 
on American policy in China 
may result in charges, how- 
ever false, along the lines 
that Israelis and American 
Jews pushed the Arabs into 
the Communist camp, thus 
losing the U. S. 40 million 
allies with thelr huge re- 
serves of oil.

NEW YORK (NJP)—There was less opposition to the Israel 
resolution passed by the convention of the American Jewish Come 
mittee here last week-end than at any time in the past five years. 
The small minority, which annually challenged the Israel position 
at the Committee convention was nowhere in evidence, and ale 


though there was considerable 
discussion on the _ resolution, 
there was no opposition. 

Veteran observers said the 
feeling was overwhelming that 
anything that coulg be done to 
help Israel should be done. 

ONE HIGH OFFICIAL of the 
Committee, who in past years 
has criticized some of the pro- 
Israel resolutions, told the con- 
vention that Israel was getting 
the dirtiest deal any country ever 
got, and he would favor the 
strongest kind of support. 

It became known that Prof. 
Herman Gray, who is a member 
of the editorial board of the 
anti-Zionist “Jewish Newsletter,” 
is no longer a member of the 
powerful foreign affairs commit- 
tee of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. He was chairman of this 
committee for a number of 
years. 

THE POST LEARNED that 
Prof. Gray was not reappointed 
to the committee when the ex- 
ecutive named the committees 
last May, and that his term on 
the foreign affairs committee 
had expired last September. Prof. 
Gray was not seen at the con- 
vention. 

The matter of the Committee’s 
participation in the conference 
in Washington last month which 
was attendeg by every major na- 
tional Jewish organization ex- 
cept the AJ Committee, was 
brought up at another session. 
It was explained that the Com- 
mittee felt it could serve Israel 
better by not joining in such 
conferences. It was said it was 
necessary not to give the impres- 
sion that the problem in the 
Middle East was one of Jews 
or Israelis versus Arabs. The 
true context should be, it was 
said, of placing the problem as 
one of concern to all Americans, 
and centering the discussion 
around what involves the best 
interests of the United States.

came independent, Bisno, of Los 


Angeles, Cal., now executive di- 
rector of the L. A. Jewish Com- 
munity Council, visited Palestine 
and, with his own hands, planted 
a number of trees in a J.N.F. 
forest near Nazareth. 

The trees planted by Bisno, 
Jerusalem pines, grew quickly 
in the fresh Galilee air and, by 
the time that the State of Israel 
became independent, they were 
already big enough to cover the 
Israel army soldiers who gath- 
ered there for thetr final vic- 
torious attack in the bitter bat- 
tle of Nazareth. 

The “Bisno Trees,” as they 
were called on the J.N.F. rec- 
ords, were all but forgotten by 
1955, when, one nice summer 
day, Bisno himself flew in from 
Los Angeles and knocked at the 
J.N.F.’s door, expressing his de- 
sire to see the trees he planted 
so many years ago. Without a 
murmur, a J.N.F. official, Shar- 
on Weitz, put aside the work 
he was doing and took Bisno up 
to the Nazareth hills. The jeep 
jumped up and down on the 
rocky mountain trail and had to 
stop finally as the twisting trail 
came to a dead end. 

From there they went on on 
foot and climbed up to the hill- 
top where Bisno wept openly 
as he recognized the very spot 
where he planted the trees years 
ago. “They were only four inches 
tall when I planted them,” he 
said, “and look at them now...” 

Bisno returned to L.A. some 
four months ago, but the Jewish 
National Fund did not forget 
him and, last week, Weitz sent 
the surprise gift for Bisno’s 
birthday.

“My life is worthless if I can’t 
come to Israel,” said Katojo in 
a recent letter to Wahrhaftig.

“] LOVE THE Jewish state of 
Israel and yearn for it with all 
my soul. The Israel-Arab strug- 
gle is always featured promi- 
nently in the local press, and we 
are doing all we can to help the 
Israeli cause here.” 

The first suggestion offered by 
the Israel legation in Tokyo, that 
the converts apply for regular 
visitors’ visas or tempoYary resi- 
dents’ visas, was not even list- 
ened to by the applicants. 


WE ARE JEWS, just as the 
Russian Jews or the African 
Jews are Jews, and we want our 
rights under the law of the re- 
turn, they declared. 

Most of applications for immi- 
gration visas, which are flooding 
the Israel legation offices in 
Tokyo, are from doctors, law- 
yers, engineers, technicians, sea- 
men, fishermen, and other pro- 
fessional people. 


KATOJO’S FIRST efforts to- 
ward converting the Japanese to 
Judaism -was carried on with the 
help of American Jewish chap- 
lains stationed with troops in 
Japan. Since Israel recognized 
his movement, however, his 
main support has come from the 
Israel legation in Tokyo.

The members of the Torah Workshop for Handicapped Chil- 
dren temporarily forgot their handicaps while singing, planting 


small vines and eating the tra- 
ditional fruits. 

The workshop is a pioneering 
effort to bring religious train- 
ing to youngsters who cannot 
attend regular Hebrew school 
classes because they are deaf, 
mentally handicapped or victims 
of cerebral palsy. 

It was begun several months 
ago when the mother of a child 
suffering from cerebral palsy 
approached Sylvan H. Kohn, di- 
rector of adult and extension 
education for the Jewish Educa- 
tion association, for advice on 
how to give her boy a Jewish 
upbringing at home. Kohn de- 
cided then that the training of 
these children should be neg- 
lected no longer. 


HE TOLD The Post, “If the 
primary aim of Jewish educa- 
tion for normal children is to 
give them a sense of belonging, 
it should apply even more so 
for these youngsters.” Together 
with @ group of parents, a psy- 
chologist, social workers and ex- 
perts in the handicapped teach- 
ing field, he established weekly 
classes. 

The children are driven to the 
Oheb Shalom Hebrew school by 
their parents, but once inside 
are “treated as normal children,” 
They sit at the regular Hebrew 
school desks and are taught the 
principles of: the _ religion 
through what is called the proj- 
ect method, which means learn- 
ing by doing. 

“I use anything they — ean 
touch, feel, see or hear,” said 
Miss Caro] Stein, instructor of 
the mentally handicapped. “Cer- 
emonial . objects. like. kiddush 
cups, Sabbath candles, records 
and pictures make a living im- 
pression on their minds.” The 
children also learn brahot and 
shoft prayers through imitation

ANITA had met with

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Of Politics’ Origin 
Egyptian court, had little regard 
for the self-governing capacity of 
the Hebrew slaves. He seemed 
intent on doing all the govern- 
ing for them. He was a benevo- 
lent wilderness Pharaoh. 

It was at this polnt that Jeth- 
ro assumed the prerogative of 
a father-in-law and _ advised 
Moses that one man, no matter 
how gifted, could not possibly 
take upon his shoulders the task 
of governing so many people. 

He suggested that Moses del- 
egate authority to appointed 
captains. The qualifications of 
these captains are simply stat- 
ed. They must be able men, rev- 
erent, truthful and just (hating 
unjust gain). The small matters, 
the text tells us, were judged 
by the captains. The hard core 
of causes were brought to 
Moses. 

SO FAR we have the basis of 
a primitive desert democracy— 
an ideal to which the Rechabites 
and the prephets would con- 
stantly revert whenever the Jews 
began to ape the habits of Ori- 
ental royalty. 

But the truly creative contri- 
butions to the practice of gov- 
ernment were made by Moses 
when he instituted the theory 
of the priesthood of the people 
and the concept of the sovereign- 
ty of the revealed law. 

Equalitarianism in Israel was 
not to be an equality of poverty 
or mediocrity. Israel was to be 
a kingdom of priests — every 
man a king in his own right. 

CHRISTIAN DOCTRINE was 
later to narrow this concept 
down to the “priesthood of the 
elect.” But in Israel it was a 
constant reminder to the people 
that sovereignty lodged in each 
one of them; that no Divine 
right set the ruler apart from 
the people; that everyone could 
receive the call or the vocation 
of leadership. 

Such a concept can very easi- 
ly become distorted or perverted 
into sheer anarchy. The anti- 
dote to anarchy Moses found in 
the sovereignty of the revealed 
Law. This he placed above the 
fevers and passions of men, the 
quirks of circumstance and the 
fortunes of history. 

THE TORAH was to be the 
anchor to windward, the central 
affirmation, the ultimate crite. 
rion, the cumulative distillate 
of the ages’ wisdom. To this law 
all else must bend and give hom- 
age: 
But since the Law was the 
voice and will of the living God, 
Who reveals Himself to man con- 
tinually, the content of the To- 
rah could not be fixed. The idea 
of the Law and its sovereignty 
over the judgments of men is 
irrevocable; but the directives of 
the Law are in the language of 
man ang change with his in- 
sights and his needs. 

AT SINAI there was born not 
only the Ten Commandments— 
a universal plumb line Tooting 
man’s social nature to the very 
heart of life—but the prototype 
of constitutional government— 
the government of law where

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Remarkable Israel Cottage 
In San Diego Needs Art 








By CARL ALPERT 


SAN DIEGO, Cal.—Most visitors to this beautiful, smog-free 
city, only about 15 miles from the~Mexican border, are taken to 
see magnificent Balboa Park, a 1,400-acre reservation in the very 
heart of town. A _ weil-kept zoo, unusual examples of Spanish 
architecture, carefuHy tended, lush tropical vegetation, sports 
facilities, all help to make Balboa Park an attractive and inter- 
esting spot. 

Our own quick tour of the various facilities 
was suddenly arrested by the sight of the fa- 
miliar blue and white flag of Israel fiying over 
one of the buildings. Many other casual tour- 
ists have been similarly pleasantly surprised, 
and like them, we stepped in the doorway, and 
into a bit of Israel transplanted to Southern 
California. 











| How It Happened 

We obtained the story in brief from the 
ALPERT helpful guide in attendance. Following the San 
Diego World’s Fair of 1935, arrangements were made to con- 
tinue operation on a permanent basis of some of the Fair’s fea- 
tures, chief among them, the international exhibits, and thus it 
was that 16 permanent buildings were taken over by as many 
San Diego nationality groups, under city supervision. World 
War II brought about some national casualties, and following the 
establishment of Israel opportunity was created to hoist the blue 
and white over a vacant building. 

The permanent Israel exhibit is maintained by a San Diego 
group calling itself the Cottage of Israel Society. Its 450 mem- 
bers pay dues of $1 each, and some of them serve as the volun- 
teer guides and hosts on duty at the cottage during visiting hours. 
The city of San Diego provides the building and grounds with- 
out charge. 


Israel Display Modest, But Compares Favorably 
We made,the rounds of some of the other cottages in this 
miniature United Nations encampment. The flags of ‘England, 
Norway, Ireland, Denmark, China, Sweden, Finland, Portugal, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Yugoslavia, Poland, Scotland, Germany 
and Holland were displayed. On Sunday afternoons tea and light 
refreshments are served at each building, while visitors—50,000 
a year it has been estimated—examine the exhibits, ask ques- 
tions, and learn about lands overseas. 
There is no attempt to propagandize or to “sell.” Many of 
the exhibits are extremely simple; same of the cottages serve as 
not much more than a social center.for those interested in the 
old country. Thus, while the Israel display may seem modest, it 
compares very favorably with the other cottages. There is a 
cabinet full of enlarged color photographs of Israel, some ex- 
amples of Israeli handicrafts, a few maps, and several brief 
resume’s offering the facts and figures about Israel. Under the 
terms of the free lease, no commercialization is permitted, no dis- 
tribution of literature, no promotion of ideologies. A few years 
ago the Irish cottage had been asked to halt the distribution of 
Catholic tracts. A dignified tone has been set throughout. 


Community Seems To Ignore It 
To be sure, the Israel cottage could use more help. Money 
is not their problem. Six or eight loyal members of the Society 
alternate as weekly guides, and members of the Pioneer Women, 
for a fee which is turned over to their organizational funds, pre- 
side over the tea kettle, and pour. Otherwise, the organized Jew- 
ish community has little to do with the cottage. B’nai B'rith had 
played an important role in first setting it up, but has since 
neglected it. Hadassah and the Zionists are absent. The syna- 
gogues pay little attention to it. None of the committee mem- 
bers to whom we spoke complained, though it seemed strange 
that a community feature such as this was not being given the 
benefit of guidance and assistance. 
Their real need is for more display material. Large photo- 
graphs, colored posters, samples and exhibition items which would 
help the viewer get a quick perspective of the State of Israel are 
seriously needed. They could use some albums of Israeli records 
to provide soft background music during visiting hours, as in 
other cottages. Anything graphic, pictorial, visual would help 
further to enhance the attractiveness of this permanent Israeli 
exhibit, probably the only one of its kind in the United States. 
Surely the Israel Office of Information, the United Israel Ap- 
peal, the Jewish National Fund, the Histadruth, Hadassah, the 
Jewish Agency, to mention but a few of the national groups, are 
in a position to contribute suitable materials which they are sup- 
posed to be producing for just such purpose. The 50,000 visitors 
a year to Balboa Park come from every corner of the world, and 
the modest Israel cottage now being maintained by a small group 
of San Diego volunteers, deserves more help and recognition than 
it has been getting. 
My brother is a member of the group, and I am sure he 
will see to it that exhibit materials, whether permanent or on 
loan, -are properly used. His name is Sumner Alpert, and his 
address is 7537 Cuyamaca, Lemon Grove, California.

I CAN’T GO ALONG WITH THE CRITIC of American Jew- 

ish life who felt that such occasions as weddings have been re- 
duced to a matter of “fressing” (which, for those who don’t under- 
stand Yiddish, might be translated as “undue concern with Over- 








joading one’s stomach”). 

Certainly there was a banquet 
at both the recent family wed- 
dings we attended, and later, re- 
freshments for a reception, but 
at both affairs the matter of 
food seemed to me to come in 
second to the beauty of the cere- 
mony and the sense of having 
been uplifted by the _ rabbi’s 
words of advice and blessing to 
the bride and groom. 

Since both occasions were un- 
der the direction of the same 
rabbi, Jacob J. Gittelman in Lou- 
isville, Ky., you might attribute 
it to his qualifications, but I’m 
sure all of our rabbis are rela- 
tively as successful in their job 
—and that is their job at a wed- 
ding—to inspire and ennoble the 
assembled congregation—just as 
it is the job of the caterer to 
feed them. 


ONE HEARS no criticism that 
in the past, in -the shtetl, the 
main concern at weddings was 
with fressing. Yet if I recall 
the description accurately, come 
a shidduch ang soon plans were 
afoot for the joyous occasion 
which under favorable condi- 
tions lasted over a period of 
days. Days of joy unconfined, 
of feasting and merriment to 
which much of the community 
was invited, including a_ table 
for the poor and needy. 

They were wise. It was good 
to stress joyous times and how 
better than with good food to 
offset the darker days? 

I have just checked in Life Is 
With People. On page 278 we 
read, “. . . before the wedding 
... quantities of food and drink 
must be prepared for a succes- 
sion of feasts—not only enough 
for all present but enough so 
that they can take some home. 
... The joy’of the occasion must 
be spread far and wide, in edible 
SOPTA: ¢,.5-3" 

WHILE I’M ON the wedding, 
I'd like to note a new idea in 
the procession. At our nephew's 
affair, the lovely young bride, 
when it came her turn to walk 
down the aisle, proceeded about 
halfway toward the altar and 
came to a complete stop under 
a flower-bedecked arbor. At that 
point the wedding march was 
halted and the soprang sang, as 
if in tribute to her as she stood 
quietly there, one of the popular 
wedding songs (O. Promise Me, 
if I recall correctly). 

The song ended (and the ever- 





present photographer having 
used the opportunity well—for 
which one can’t be too critical— 
what better occasion to preserve 
in print) the wedding march 
was resumed and the bride con- 
tinued on her way.

I think 
exploited chilq labor is an aw- 
ful . evil, but for every child 
worked too hard, there are 10 
not worked hard enough.” 

So there, 


YOU WOULD think from the 
way I talk that I really crack 
the whip around here. As a mat- 
ter of fact, I have found it the 
easier path, usually, to do some 
jobs I want done myself. Like 
dishes. More peaceful. “It’s his 
turn to rinse.” “Why don’t you 
ask her sometime?” “TI did it 
last week.” And so it goes. Be- 
sides which, mama does it faster 
and more efficiently. 

If I persist it is because I 
couldn’t possibly get the work 
done, even with part-time help, 
without their contribution, and 
I’m _ still convinced that it is 
better for young people to learn 
early to pull their share of the 
load in a home. 

I hope my darlings will read 
those words of Popenoe’s care- 
fully. In fact, to play it safe, 
I’ll reaqd it to them myself.

LONDON (NJP)—The Jews 
of South Africa were called sec- 
ond class citizens by Dr. Rita 
Hinden, editor of Socialist Com- 
mentary, who was born in South 
Africa. 

Contrasting the South African 
Jewish community with that of 
the United States, she asserted 
that American Jewry was play- 


ing a prominent role in the 
struggle against all forms of ra- 
cial prejudice, according to The 
Jewish Chronicle. 

She said the South African 
Jewish community stood aloof 
partly because of fear from the 
fight against “direct legal dis- 
crimination affecting nine-tenths 
ef the population.”

Jew May Swim With 
British Olympic Team 

LONDON—Michael Bonin, 
South African Jewish swimmer 
who is studying engineering in 
this country, has been consid- 
ered almost certain to represent 
Great Britain in the Olympie 
Games at Melbourne, Australia 
later this year, according to The 
Jewish Chronicle of London. 

The Amateur Swimming as- 
sociation has chosen the 21-year- 
old boy as a “prebable” for Bri- 
tain’s team. Although Bonin 
started swimming only four 
years ago, he became one of the 
Union of South Africa’s best 
swimmers.

Nasser’s Approach 
Wins, Sharett’s Loses 




















By M. Z. FRANK 


“ ARKADY SOBELEV at the meeting of the Security Council 
on Wednesday, Jan. 18, was so vicious in his attacks on Israel, 
that he deserves to have his name on the masthead of William 
Zuckerman’s sheet. He reeled off the Big Lie that Israel has 
been threatening her neighbors from the very beginning. When 
he rebuked Abba Eban for saying the truth about the Security 
Council, he spoke as if he were a presiding judge at a Moscow 
trial telling the framed-up victim, like Stalin in that excellent 
book, “The Case of Comrade Tyulayev”: “Have you fallen so 
low that you are accusing us?” 

And yet, Sobelev did not propose that Israel give up the 
Negev. Dulles and Eden did. 

Whenever the Russian attacks a country, whether diplomatic- 
ally or militarily, it means that they don’t like the government 
and want it replaced by their own stooges. They are careful, 
however, not to strike at the heart of that country’s national 


survival. 
Sneh Likely To Benefit Most 

Moshe Sneh has been waiting for this day these eight years 
and things seem to be coming his way. 

Dr. Sneh was a general Zionist leader in Poland and later a 
fugitive from Soviet rule to Palestine. In 1948 he suddenly de- 
cided to play ball with Stalin. He engineered a merger of the 
three extreme non-Communist left-wing parties: Ahdut Ha-avo- 
dah, Hashomer Hatzair and the Lect Poale-Zion. The new party 
was named Mapam, or United Labor Party. In Mapam, Sneh took 
over the editorship of the party daily and ran it according to 
pro-Soviet lines to such an extent that the more moderate groups 
finally broke away and the “United” party split into Ahdut Ha- 
avodah and the rump Mapam. In the end even the more pro- 
Soviet Mapam found Sneh too much of a Communist and he 
went over to the Israeli Communist party. 

As pro-Communist and Communist spokesman, Moshe Sneh 
showed an amateurish knowledge of Marxism, which aroused the 
ridicule and contempt of Marxist scholars. It was obvious his 
conversion from liberal to Communist philosophy was not a mat- 
ter of study and persuasion. Two theories were current in Is- 
rael when I was there: One, that Sneh was motivated by re- 
sentment against Ben-Gurion for having ousted him as Director 
of Security of the Jewish Agency in 1947; the other, that Sneh, 
during his work in Paris as Director of Security, had come te 
the conclusion that the Communists were bound to win out in 
the Middle East in the contest with the West. 

Byroade Decisioned By Nasser 

The appalling ineptitude of the Western diplomats in the 
Middle East seems to be bearing out Sneh’s expectations. 

As of Jan. 19, Henry Byroade, acting like a man who is deaf, 
dumb and blind, still argued that Nasser could be bought off by 
some concession at Israel’s expense. He evidently did not know 
what had been taking place under his very nose. For on Jan. 20, 
the State Department was “surprised” to learn that 150 Russian 
technicians had come to Egypt te assemble the parts of the arms 
from Czechoslovakia, instead of the 30 announced by Nasser. 
What that means is that the Egyptian army is pretty much under 
Soviet control. The real boss of Egypt today is Daniel Solod, 
Soviet ambassador. In Nasser’s own cabinet are disguised Com- 
munists who have engineered the arms deal. Lots of people knew 
it, but not Henry Byroade. 

Whether there is any link between Moshe Sneh and his com- 
rades in Egypt is anybody’s guess. But it is significant that no 
Soviet leader has as yet said a word about territorial concessions 
by Israel. Even Krushschev, who is anything but a friend of 
the Jews, said in an interview with Harold Wilson, former Chair- 
man of the Board of Trade in the Labor government of England 
(New York Herald Tribune, Jan. 22): 

“Our policy cannot be pro-Arab or anti-Israel... but... 
sympathetic to both peoples.” He spoke of “non-interference, 
recognition of independence” and referred to Israel in the follow- 
ing significant words: “A state like all states... made up of 
all levels ... there are peasants and workers ané@ administrators.” 
Even more significant is his comment that “the policies being 
pursued by the Arab states meet with greater approval from the 
Soviet Union than do those presently pursued by Israel.” 

Nasser has been flirting with Russia, while Ben-Gurion and 
Sharett have been knocking a bit too loudy on the wae doors.

intelligent as is jungle life. 


Orthodox Jews are being be- 
trayed, which is of course the 
major evil. But hardly less bad 
is the racketeering that goes 
on, and the gouging of the Jew- 
ish public, who pay premium 
prices for kashrut when in most 
eases it is entirely unnecessary. 

In the matter of kosher deli- 


catessen, the evil is worst. 


THIS IS because the rewards 
in money are so great. It is nec- 
essary that kosher meats, be- 
eause their quality is assumed 
to be higher, cost more. As a 
result, the dishonest manufac- 
turer stands to make millions of 
dollars if he can sell non-kosher 
salami or weiners as_ kosher. 
The evil is compounded, because 
this manufacturer can undersell 
the honest kosher manufacturer 


and still realize an enormous 
profit. Competition being what 
it is, the tendency is to drag all 


manufacturers, except those of 


the highest integrity, down to 
the same dishonest level. 

The Post has long refused to 
earry advertising from some 
sausage manufacturers, even 
though these maintain mashgi- 
chim and on the surface follow 
gil the precepts of kashrut. We 
know through other channels 
that non-kosher meats find their 
their way into the market with 
their kosher labels on them. Yet 
we can’t prove it. 

THERE IS someone who can 
prove it, and he’s the U.S. Gov- 
ernment inspector. He can detect 
these practices, but because of 
a ruling of some years ago, he 
is prevented from disqualifying 
the meat for the kosher trade. 

I wrote to A. R. Miller, Chief 
of the Meat Inspection Branch 
of the U.S. Department of Ag: 
riculture, and he explained as 
follows: 

“When the word for kosher or 
eharacters signifying that term 
or other terms and characters 
which may be taken to mean 
kosher are used in identifying 
meat products prepared in fed- 
erally inspected meat packing 
plants, such terms and charac: 
ters are permitted to be used 
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Only on products that have been 
prepared under rabbinical super- 
vision. 

“From time to time we have 
given a good deal of thought 
and attention to what we might 
consider to be our responsibility 
in connection with the use of 
such terms. We have long since 
decided that we would not place 
our inspectors in the position of 
competing with rabbis in the in- 
terpretation of their religious 
laws. Accordingly, we have a 
policy of long standing that any 
meat product prepared in a Fed- 
eral meat inspection plant and 
identified by a rabbi as being 
kosher may be labeled and 
marked as such, 

IT IS OUR contention that the 
matter of kashrut should be a 
concern of the gevernment in 
the same manner as it carries 
out the pure food laws. This is 
not a religious matter, in the 
sense that there is a division of 
opinion with religious authori- 
ties on what is and isn’t kosher. 
There are very clear-cut and ex- 
plicit instructions on what is and 
isn’t kosher down to the most 
minute details. 

The answer is obvious it would 
seem to me. The US. Jewish 
group should insist that where 
the label kosher appears on 
food, it be given the same kind 
of inspection as any other food 
product. 

In any event, I wrote Mr. 
Miller as follows: 

“It seems to me that the in- 
terpretation by your department 
indicates that you feel that there 
is no such thing as a rabbi who 
might be in collusion with a 
meat packer to the extent of 
betraying his official position. 
It seems to me that the matter 
of kashrut can be as simple as 
the matter of falsification un- 
der the pure food laws. 

“fT am sure that the inspectors 
of your department know when 
kashrut is being violated, and 
yet the ruling you refer to pro- 
hibits their taking action to pro- 
tect the consumer, 

“J would be glad to make in- 
quify among the rabbinical lead- 
ership of the United States to 
see whether their thinking fol- 
lowed the pattern I have out- 
lined in this letter. 

“We ourselves reject adver- 
tising from several large meat 
packers whose products we 
know to be non-kosher despite 
the fact that they are advertised 
nationally as kosher. The rea- 
sons which lead us to turn down 
this advertising, must be well 
known to the inspectors of your 
department.”

The current issue of The Council 
News, published by the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism, contains a question and 
answer section, and it is illustrative of 
the present psychological position of the 
Council to read just one of the ques- 
tions and answers. 

The POST has indicated before that 
the Council’s views must become more 
and more extreme and its voice more 
and more shrill, as it finds itself unable 
to win any substantial support from the 
United States Jewish community. 

Whereas, before the Council whisp- 
ered some of its allegations of dual 
loyalty, it now makes the charge of dis- 
loyalty as openly as in time it will come 
to say that Jews in the United States 
who are Zionists should be penalized, if 
it has not already reached that position. 


JUST, INCIDENTALLY, it may be 
pointed out that no Zionist, no Jewish 
leader, has ever presented the proposi- 
tion that American Jews need a sense 
of belonging to Israel. This is wholly 
and totally a concoction of the diseased 
Council mind. What rabbis have long 
taught is that the Jew divorced from his 
religion was an abnormal and less than 
wholesome person. 

Here is the excerpt from The Coun- 
cil News: 

‘Q. If it is psychologically true 
that man needs ‘a sense of belong- 
ing,’ is it not reasonable that Jews 
in the United States have long 
needed an Israel to fill this need? 

“A. It may be phychologically 
true that man needs ‘a sense of be- 
longing.” Some men need a sense 
of belonging to a country. In the 
United States, however, all citizens, 
regardless of their religion, may feel 
fully that they belong to this coun- 
try. Some men need a sense of be- 
longing to a religious group. For 
Jews in the United States there is 
every opportunity and every en- 
couragement to belong to the re- 
ligious community of Judaism. For 
some American Jews there is a 
need to belong to social, benevolent 
and communal groups. Here, too, 
in the United States there is an em- 
barrassment of riches. One may 
join and participate in the activities 
of a bewildering variety of such 
organizations. 

“With such opportunities, there- 
fore, why should any American Jew 
feel the need of belonging to a for- 
eign country? Nationally he _ be- 
longs to the United States. Re- 
ligiously he belongs to Judaism. So- 
cially he belongs to the Elks or the 
Masons. He contributes to or is 
perhaps on the local boards of the 
American Red Cross, the Community 
Chest, the Polio Drive, the Muscular 
Dystrophy Campaign, any or all the 
others, thus fulfilling his need to 
belong to groups doing benevolent 
work. He votes at every election, 
helps campaign for the _ political 
party of his choosing, perhaps runs 
for office himself, thereby fulfilling 
his need to belong to communal 


groups. 


COUNCIL MUST REALIZE WHAT IT IS DOING 


“Whatever may motivate some 
Jews to ‘belong’ to Israel, it cer- 
tainly cannot be any lack of things 
in the United States to satisfy the 
general need to belong.” 


THIS IS A DIRECT charge of dis- 
loyalty. No non-Jewish group would 
dare make such an accusation. 

It is always possible that the Coun- 
cil could be right, that the Jews of the 
United States and the Jewish leadership 
which guides it, are disloyal citizens 


’ and therefore should be deprived of their 


rights as United States citizens, but 
deep down in their hearts we’re sure 
that except perhaps for Rabbi Elmer 
Berger and a few others of the leaders, 
the Council membership harbors no 
such dark suspicions. 

It must be clear, even to some of the 
rabid leaders of the Council, that there 
is a line beyond which, in their accusa- 
tions, the Council should not go. We 
believe they’ve already passed that line. 
But unless some consideration is given 
to this dangerous practice of charging 
United States Jews with activities that 
only enemies of the United States dare 
perpetrate, the Council will soon find it- 
self, as some already have blamed it, of 
being anti-Semitic, fully and openly so. 


THERE IS A WIDE AREA for Coun- 
cil poliemics against Zionism. But there 
also is a boundary, and this the Council 
seems not to have been concerned about. 

The able editor of The Jewish News 
of Detroit, who no doubt is the dean of 
Anglo- Jewish editors in the United 
States asks for excommunication. “A 
single ‘herem’ should suffice to excom- 
municate people who call themselves 
Jews, but who have joined the Arab- 
Soviet conspiracy to destroy Israel,” he 
writes in his issue of Dec. 27, 1955. 

The Reform rabbinate, through its 
rabbinical organization, the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis, is studying 
in committee the relationship of the Re- 
form Congregation to the splinter groups 
which are composed of American Coun- 
cil for Judaism members. 

The POST has called on Israel for 
self-restraint, and criticized some of its 
actions in relations to its Arab neighbors. 

The American Council for Judaism 
needs the same advice. 

The organization will soon meet in 
convention again. We hope that some 
of its members, especially those who 
have centacts with other Jewish lead- 
ers in their local communities, will strive 
to impose some measures of responsibil- 
ity on the organization and its profes- 
sional leadership. 

This should have been done long 
ago. We long offered the proposition 
that this debate should be conducted 
within the Jewish community, and there- 
fore have opened our pages to attacks 
from the Council upon Zionists and 
their views. 

Failing this, the Council ought to 
realize, where its accusations are lead- 
ing it to. Is it prepared to accept the 
consequences of its open attacks on the 
citizenship of United States Jews? 


ESCAPE UNDERSTANDABLE 


THE PROPOSITION that Carl Al- 
pert discussed in his column last week 
—that a considerable number of local 
Jewish leaders on moving to Los Angeles 
(or to any community for that matter) 
drop out of Jewish activity and philan- 
thropy —is part of the strange way of 
living in the United States Jewish com- 
munity in mid-century. 

There are other phenomena in this 
fund-raising era that are just as strange, 
but fortunately this is a passing de- 
velopment, and just as the raising of 
funds is the principal activity of the 


_United States Jewish community today, 


that too will pass and with it all its 
excesses such as testimonial dinners, 
and other means to -an end, which have 
degraded Jewish life. 

THE DRIVE TO AVOID responsibil- 
ity is a natural human weakness. The 
matter of giving too also goes against 
the grain not only of Jews but of all in 
our civilization in this day when amass- 
ing wealth is a principal goal of life. 

When in addition you remember that 
most of us today absorb our Jewish 
ideals—not at first hand through Jewish 


study — but at second hand through 
transmission from someone who says it 
is so, it isn’t too difficult to understand 
why some, when the opportunity pre- 
sents itself, are happy to escape. 

You have the same phenomenon in 
the Negro group, when one of them is 
able to pass the color line. 


IN TIME, all this will disappear. As 
the tremendous forces now building up 
for creating a knowledgeable Jewish 
community begin to operate, the new 
generations will enjoy their Jewishness 
and have, as time goes by, a deeper and 
deeper understanding of it. 

Then when there is no need to es- 
cape, there will be no escape. 

As Jews know why they must give, 
and as the crises which bring about the 
need for giving begin to level themselves 
out so that giving becomes more nor- 
mal than it is now, the present sorry 
mess will become a thing of the past. 
It is difficult to blame some people who 
are torn from pillar to post by fund- 
raisers, for finally balking and seeking 
the easy way out. 
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Meyer Levin Asks U. S. Rabbis To Aid Fight For His Plav

AN OPEN LETTER TO , 
AMERICAN RABBIS 
Many of you will have this 
week received from me a fre- 
quest to sign a statement about 
my stage adaptation of Anne 
Frank’s “Diary Of A Young 
Girl.” Already, scores of rabbis 
have signed this appeal. But I 
hope hundreds of you will sign 
it. I have not had the means to 
send letters to every one of you, 
so I ask that those of you who 
do not receive my letter make 
use of the statement reproduced 
here, or write your own state- 

ment and send it to me. 

Some have inquired, What do 
I hope to gain by this? 

I hope to gain a hearing for 
my play, ang a truer hearing 
on the stage for the Diary of 
Anne. Frank. I hope that Jewish 
centers and theaters will have 
the right to produce my play. 

YOU WILL NOTICE that I do 
not ask you to pass judgment 
on the conflict between myself 
ang those who hold the rights 
to the Diary, for you would re- 
quire full evidence on both sides. 
I ask only for a hearing. 

For three years I have called 
to justice those who suppressed 
my play. I have offered arbitra- 
tion by theater people, by the 
rabbinate. This very letter was 
held up for a month while a re- 


presentative of mine sought a 
meeting with a representative of 
theirs. So far my call to justice 
has gone unheeded. 

Why do I persist? I persist in 
trying to save my work for the 
same reason that Mr. Frank per- 
sisted in trying to save his 
daughter and the rest of his fam- 


ily. 
Aside from a token religious 
ceremony (in the Broadway 


play), there is no emphasis upon 
the Jewish meaning of the entire 
experience. Peter’s desire to 
“pass” if he survived, Anne’s 
avowal of faith, her sister’s wish 
to become a nurse in Israel, all 
are absent. It is owed to Anne, 
it is owed to the Jewish commu- 
nity, that a version that con- 
tains this material be permitted 
performance. 

There is even a further unhap- 
py parallel between the Jewish 
experience in Europe and the ex- 
perience of my play. Jews of 
Europe hoped to escape to Israel, 
promised them as a place to live. 
But when the time came, the 
place was denied them. 

Just so, Mr. Frank promised 
me that my play might have life 
in Israel. But when the time 
came, and the Ohel theater Tre- 
quested the right to perform it, 
confirmation was not forthcom- 
ing.

Petition 
Although a version of 
Anne Frank’s: “Diary Of A 
Young Girl” has been staged 
on Broadway, an_ earlier 
adaptation, by Meyer Levin, 
written with the authoriza- 
tion of Anne’s father, has 
been withheld from the pub- 
lic because of the assignment 
of commercial rights. 
Comparative merits and 

elegal issues are not in ques- 
tion here. But we suggest 
that Anne Frank’s diary, a 
legacy to humanity, be 
viewed as a literary work 
rather than as a commercial 
property.

in all this. Disagreeable as it is, 
it is necessary now to speak of 


the financial side. Let my past 
attest. I gave up a money cafreer 
in Hollywood to go to Europe on 
a small salary as a war corre- 
spondent, to report the fate of 
the Jews. I spent two postwar 
years making “My Father's 
House,” a film about Jewish sur- 
vivors, and earned nothing from 
it. I spent another year making 
“The Illegals,” with my services 
donated. 

But I am a working writer, 
and the difficulty over the Diary 
has cost me more than two years 
of my writing time. These are 
two years of my creative life, 
murdered. It is necessary for me 
to recover, if I can, something 
of this loss. 

Yet in order to remove the 
money issue from this question, 
I offered to donate any profits 
I might receive, to a suitable 
memoria] for Anne Frank. 

I consider the Broadway ver- 
sion of the Diary to be exploita- 
tive of the pity that people have 
for the subject. It exploits this 
pity without returning to the 
audience the full value of the 
material, the depth of Anne 
Frank’s insight, the meaning of 
the experience itself. Despite 
newspaper praise, articles in 
such serious journals as Com- 


mentary and The Commonweal 
bear me out. 

Why do I turn to you in this 
matter? Because it is an ethical 
issue, and a community issue. I 


ask the community to let itself 
be heard from. When several 
prominent rabbis requetsed the 
right to have my play presented 
in their synagogs, the answer 
was “No.” I hope hundeeds of 
you will respond to this “No” 
with your signature on my pe- 
tition. 

I know that my action is 
unique. But it is the best action 
I can take if we regard ourselves 
as a community with a culture, 
if we are to act on our beliefs. 
As there is no central Jewish 
authority, I ask every member 
of the rabbinate to take part in 
that authority. 

Members of our community 
have inquired why more writers 
do not devote themselves to 
Jewish materials. I am one who 
has tried to do so, and it is my 
faith that the community will 
support me in the first right of 
the artist—the right to have his 
work judgeg by the public. My 
work has been suppressed chief- 
ly by business men and lawyers 
who exercised qualitative judg- 
ment beyond their domain.

Disputes Translation 
Of Natzal By Weinstein 
@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In Rabbi Weinstein’s article 
of Jan. 20, ’56, he accuses the 
Jewish Publication Society of 
mistranslating the Hebrew verb, 
natzal. According to Rabbi 
Weinstein, the word “should in 
truth be ‘saved.’” I do not con- 
sider myself a Hebrew gram- 
marian, but it is evident to see 
that it is Rabbi Weinstein who 
has erred and not the JPS. 

Rashi, one of the leading, if 
not the leading commentators on 
the Chumash, translates. the 
word natzal in both the third 
and 12th chapters of Exodus as, 
“you shall empty” (or despoil 
or deprive). 

Rashi goes on to prove that 
the nun in the word natzal] is 
part of its root, for according 
to Rabbi Weinstein, who trans- 
lates natzal as “saved,” the nun 
is not part of the root. 

’The root of the word which 
means save in Hebrew, or more 
correct “separate” (see Rashi, 
Gen. 31:16), is tzal, without the 
nun. The JPS, in correctly fol- 
lowing the translation of Rashi, 
translates the verb natzal as 
“despoiled” or deprived. 

Rabbi Weinstein also says 
that the verb natzal is trans- 
lated “to snatch from danger, 
to rescue from a wild beast, or 
to recover property” in every 
other place in the Torah. If he 
would turn to the sixth verse of 
the 33d chapter in Exodus he 
would find the sentence: “And 
the Children of Israel became 
deprived of their jewelry which 
they had from the Mountain of 
Horeb.” Here the word natzal 
is again used as deprived (de- 
spoiled) and it is not probable 
to say that it could here mean 
“saved” or “rescued.”

Social Function 
negative attitude toward sex (in 
contrast to the Catholic church, 
p.e.); celibacy has been always 
regarded aS a transgression — 
refusal to participate in “settling 
the world”—and even the High 
Priest could not exercise his of- 
fice unless married! On the 
other hand—the rather Puritan 
traditional Jewish attitude is one 
of the secrets of the nation’s 
survival and of the purity of its 
family life (when and where 
practiced, that is).

Truman Memoirs Show Israel 
Lucky He Was 1948 President 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The advent of Harry Truman to the presidency of the United States was 
an extremely fortunate stroke for Israel, it became clear here this week with publication of the 
first installments of his memoirs, 

Not only were previous hints of former President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s amibivalent policy 
toward Zionism verified, but Mr. Truman’s strong religious feeling about the Jews, and Palestine 


as their homeland, are clearly 
shown as prime factors in U. S. 
aid to the establishment of the 
new state. 


THE U. S. STATE Depart- 
ment, then as now, looked with 
a dismal eye on any Jewish as- 
pirations, and followed a tradi- 
tional policy of favoring the 
Arabs. 

The pertinent parts of the me- 
moirs in this respect come from 
& memorandum presented to Mr. 
Truman within a matter of 
weeks of his ascension to the 
presidency following the death 
‘of President Roosevelt. 

THE MEMORANDUM was 
given to Mr. Truman by Joseph 
C. Grew, who was the acting 
Secretary of State, and follows: 


“Although President 
Roosevelt at times gave ex- 
pression to views sympathe- 
tic to certain Zionist aims, 
he also gave certain assur- 
ances to the Arabs which 
they regard as definite com- 
mitments on our part. On a 
number of occasions within 
the past few years, he auth- 
orized the department to as- 
sure the heads of the differ- 
ent Near East Governments 
in his behalf that “in the 
view of this Government 
there should be no decision 
altering the basic situation 
in Palestine without full con- 
sultation with both Arabs 
and Jews.” In his meeting 
with King Ibn Saud (of Sau- 
dj Arabia) early this year, 
moreover, Mr. Roosevelt 
Promised the King that as 
regards Palestine he would 
make no move hostile to the 
Arab people and would not 
assist the Jews as against 
the Arabs.” 


THE MEMOIRS ran through 
the entire gamut from 1945-48 
of the stirring events leading up 
to the declaration of independ- 
ence by Israel. 

The concentration camps as 
they unfolded their gruesome 
picture following the end of 
hostilities, the immigrant boats 
roaming the high seas looking 
for a haven for their bedraggled 
Jewish passengers, the numer- 
ous commissions that _ investi- 
«gated the Palestine situation, 
all are recalled by the exhaus- 
tive pages devoted to the Pales- 
tine situation. 


MR. TRUMAN clearly reveals 
the pressure put upon him not 
only by Zionists, but by Ameri- 
cans of all faiths to act. He as- 
serted that United States policy 
was “an American policy rather 
than an Arab or Jewish policy” 
and that “it was American, be- 
cause it was based on the desire 
to see promises kept and human 
misery relieved.” 

Dwelling on 
that existed within 
States government 
1948 United Nations 
the partitioning of 
Mr. Truman writes: 

“J do not think I ever had as 
much pressure and propaganda 
aimed at the White House as I 
had in this instance. The per- 
sistence of a few of the extreme 
Zionist leaders — actuated by 
political motives and engaging 
in political threats — disturbed 
te and annoyed me.

tional ways, to stop the Arabs, 
to keep the British from  sup- 


porting the Arabs, to furnish 
American soldiers, to do this, 
that and the other. I think I 


can say that I kept my faith in 
the rightness of my policy in 
spite of some of the Jews. 
When I say ‘the Jews,’ I mean, 
of course, the extreme Zionists. 
I know that most Americans of 
Jewish faith, while they hoped 
for the restoration of a Jewish 
homeland, are and always have 
been Americans first and fore- 
most. It was a_ discouraging 
prospect indeed. As I wrote to 
one of my assistants, ‘I surely 
wish God Almighty would give 
the Children of Israel an Isaiah, 
the Christians a St. Paul, and 
the Sons of Ishmael a peep at 
the Golden Rule.’ 


“THE SIMPLE FACT is that 
our policy was an American 
policy rather than an Arab or 
Jewish policy. It was Ameri- 
can, because it aimed at the 
peaceful solution of a world 
trouble spot. It was American, 
because it was based on the de- 
sire to see promises kept and 
human misery relieved. As the 
pressure mounted, I found it 
necessary to give instructions 
that I did not want to be ap- 
proached by any more spokes- 
men for the extreme Zionist 
cause. I was even so disturbed 
that I put off seeing Dr, Weiz- 
mann, who had asked for an in- 
terview with me.” 

He ultimately met Dr. Weiz- 
mann through the intercession 
of his old friend, the late Eddie 
Jacobson, 

“I was always aware of the 
fact that not all my advisers 
looked at the Palestine problem 
in the same manner I did,” Mr. 
Truman continues. “The De- 
partment of State’s specialists on 
the Near East were, almost 
without exception, unfriendly to 
the idea of a Jewish state. Like 
most of the British diplomats, 
some of our diplomats. also 
thought that the Arabs, on ac- 
count of their number and be- 
cause of the fact that they eon- 
trolled such immense oil re- 
sources, should be appeased. I 
am sorry to say that there were 
some them who were 
also inclined to be anti-Semitic.

AJ Committee 
Hits McCarran Act 


NEW YORK—The American 
Jewish Committee asked for a 
complete revision of the McCar- 
ran-Walter Immigration Law, 
while backing, as a step in the 
right direction, President Eisen- 
hower’s recent proposals’ to 
amend two ofthe law’s “most 
glaring defects.” 

In its declaration on immigra- 
tion, AJC delegates from every 
section of the United States as- 
serted that it was gratified when 
President Ejisenhower’s recent 
State of the Union message 
urged the second session of the 
84th Congress to enact two ma- 
jor amendments to the U. S. im- 
migration law. These call for 
use of the 1950 census rather 
than that of 1920, as the basis of 
determining quotas for the ad- 
mission of immigrants, and the 
pooling of existing unuSed quo- 
tas, so as to facilitate the entry 
of nationality groups whose quo- 
tas have been committed far into 
the future.

No Domestic Politics 
On Israel—Council 

NEW YORK (NJP) — The 
American Council for Judaism, 
this week lauded Secretary of 
State Dulles’ request that the 
Arab-Israel issue be removed 
from the forthcoming Presiden- 
tial election campaign. 

In a letter from Clarence 
Coleman, president, the Council 
asserted, without mentioning the 
Zionists by name that the Arab- 
Israel issue has “been intruded 
into electioneering campaigns on 
the basis of the unwarranted 
and undemonstrable idea that 
Americang of Jewish faith would 
vote as a group or a bloc; and 
that their votes were for sale 
to the highest bidder with favors 
to the State of Israel.” 

Existence of the American 
Council for Judaism, the letter 
noted, “has stood as demonstra- 
ble evidence that this allegation 
is false.” 

“We charge those who have 
attempted to create the fiction of 
such a vote, and those who have 
accepted the fiction as a politica] 
fact, with cynicism and slander 
of the integrity and free citizen- 
ship status of Americans of Jew- 
ish faith,” Coleman wrote. 


Semites “are trying to undermine the position of American Jews.” 

This was the charge expressed openly at the closing session 
of the American Jewish Committee’s 49th annual meeting here, 
The session was concerned with the mounting tide of Arab propa- 





tempts to create divisiveness 
within the United States. 

Prior to Ross’ report, Murray 
I. Gurfein of New Yotk, chair- 
man of AJC’s domestic affairs 
committee, showed the 600 dele: 
gates a 250-page book, “Tension, 
Terror and Blood in the Holy 
Land,” which, he charged, “par- 
alleleq the vicious, divisive can: 
ards against Americans of Jew- 
ish faith promoted by the Nazis 
in the generation just passed.” 


BEARING THE official seal 
anq imprint of the Palestine 
Arab Refugees Institution, Gur- 
fein said that the book was pub- 
lished in Damascus and was be- 
ing circulated in the United 
States as a manual for pro-Arab 
speakers. 

Referring to the recent dis- 
closures that the Government of 
Saudi Arabia had announced a 
boycott against American firms 
employing Jews, Ross declared 
that “the Saudi Arabian boycott 
is an anti-American boycott 
which has the double purpose of 
undermining American citizens 
of the Jewish faith.” 





Humanitarian Aspect 


Of Israel Denied In Talk 


NEW YORK (NJP) — Doro- 
thy Thompson, formerly a 
speaker for Zionist causes, told 
the two-day convention of the 
American Friends of the Middle 
East, of which she is president, 
that Israel had been “presented 
as a humanitarian measure for 
Jewish refugees’ when in fact, 
she said, it was “designed to 
fill the country to the brim and 
make it impossible for any Arab 
to return to his land and home.” 








Survey Findings 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Prelimi- 
nary fidnings of a two-year sur- 
vey on the role of religion in in- 
tergroup relations in the U. S. 
seem to question the basis of 
Jewish organization life in the 
U. S. 

The findings were released at 
the opening session of the an- 
nual convention of the American 
Jewish Committee here. 

ASSERTING THAT the de- 
gree of social separatism that is 
integral to a religious purpose is 
natural anq fully compatible 
with the American pattern, the 
survey suggested that an associ- 
ation exclusively composed of 
members of one religious group, 
but which is not dedicated to spe- 
cific religious purposes common 
to its members, is a matter 
which requires serious thought. 

Tensions arising out of relig- 
ious differences can be best con- 
trolled or resolved on a_ local 
level among citizens who have 
worked together on many other 
community problems such as 
juvenile delinquency, creating 
adequate educational and recre- 
ational facilities or combating 
corruption in government, the 
survey recommended. 

“THE MOST effective kind of 
program in the _ interreligious 
field,” the 36-page study report- 


ed, “is created in the local com- 
munity where bonds of friend- 
ship already exist, and there is 


a generally established pattern 
of civic fellowship. Men and 
women whose relationships are 
on a day-to-day basis, who meet 
in business clubs, and women’s 
groups, can reach across creedal 
barriers to build meaningful 
bridges.” 


Seem To Hit Organizational Life 


“Americans are accustomed to 
a multiplicity of religious views,” 
explaineq the study, “and have 
learned to accept theological 
differences, especially when 
those differences are aired on 
the rarified level of intellectual 
debate.» But when theological 
principles are applied to the 
problems and institutions of our 
modern society, the atmosphere 
frequently becomes charged. 

“This happens time and again 
as one religious group calls upon 
its followers to interpret social 
and political issues in the light 


of sectarian doctrine—even to 
press for universal acceptance of 
its point of view on such mat: 
ters as the rearing of children, 
the development of moral char: 
acter, the relation of school and 
society, the kinds of literature 
and art forms which should be 
encouraged, freedom or restric: 
tion in determining the size of 
the family, liberty or restraint 
on the question of divorce, and 
the extent to which a State has 
the obligation to support its spir- 
itual institutions.”
